INTRODUCTION 

The Cham language is spoken by more than 100,000 
people. There are two distinct dialects which have split 
since the end of the Kingdom of Champa. Eastern Cham is 
spoken by a smaller group on the central coast of Viet- 
Nam. The Western dialect is found in the Chtu Boc area 
of Viet Nam along the Cambodian border and throughout 
central Cambodia. 
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
